MADISON, Wis., July 30. — The 
actual changes in the laws govern­ 
ing the operation of automobiles and 
motorcycles, made by the 1913 leg- 
islatude, are not so important 
as 
the public has been led to believe, 
through reading of bills introduced 
which failed and the various debates 
upon them. Some of the generally 
recognized rules of the road 
have 
been framed into laws. 
Thus the Martin bill 389-S, wThich 
hasn t yet been printed or number­ 
ed, prescribes that drivers of motor 
vehicles must pass vehicles going in 
opposite direction to the right, and 
pass those overtaken to the 
left, 
giving 
ahvays half 
the 
traveled 
highway. At road or street 
inter­ 
sections the driver has the right of 
way over all vehicles from the left, 
except at city corners where there 
is a policeman stationed to regulate 
traffic. 
When a street car is actually tak­ 
ing on or 
discharging 
passengers 
the driver must stop to avoid acci­ 
dent. 
In meeting or passing any other 
vehicle on a road less than twenty 
feet in width speed must be reduced 
to fifteen miles an hour or less. 
Lights must be 
displayed 
from 
thirty minutes after sunset to thirty 
minutes before sunrise. 
All motor machines must use im­ 
proved mufflers and within the cor­ 
poration limits of city 
or 
village 
these must not be cut out. No siren 
horn can be used except on hospi­ 
tal vans or police or firemen vehi­ 
cles. 
Chapter 103 amends the present 
statutes to provide that 
no motor 
vehicle may run through a cemetery 
or park, or pass a school where per­ 
sons are or may be in the highway 
at a speed exceeding eight miles an 
hour. 
Chapter 138 makes 
it 
unlawful 
for any motor vehicle to be run at 
a speed 
exceeding 
ten miles 
an 
hour while within 
150 
feet of or 
passing 
another 
vehicle going 
in 
either direction 
on a single 
road 
highway. 
Chapter 310 authorizes any com­ 
mon council or village 'hoard to li­ 
cense operators of 
motor vehicles*, 
and to require that no unlicensed 
person shall drive, 
for 
hire, any 
such vehicle. Any person who does 
such work for hire, however, shall 
not be obliged to take out such li­ 
cense until he has been in the city 
or village five days. 
Chapter 576 provides that Any 
person operating a motor vehicle of 
any kind, and who has injured any 
person and therewith fails to stop 
and give his name and address, and 
the name and address of the ow*ner 
of the machine to 
any 
bystander, 
who shall so request on behalf of 
the injured person, shall be guilty 
of a felony and may be fined not to 
exceed $1,000 or be imprisoned not 
less than three months nor 
more 
than two years. 
Chapter 603 provides that 
from 
one hour after sunset to one hour 
before sunrise every motor or sim­ 
ilar vehicle shall carry a reasonable 
bright light in front and a red tail 
light; and it shall be unlawful for 
the driver of such vehicle to drive 
at such speed that his machine can­ 
not be brought to a complete stop 
within the distance ahead that 
the 
driver can with the aid of his light, 
in connection with light from oth­ 
er sources see an object the size of 
a person.

MADISON, Wis., July. 30. — The 


actual changes in the laws govern- 
ing the operation of automobiles and 
motorcycles, made by the 1913 leg- 
islatude, are not so important 
as 


the public has been led to believe, 
through reading of bills introduced 
which failed and the various debates 
upon them. Some of the generally 
recognized rules of the road 
have 


been framed into laws. 


Thus the Martin bill 389-S, which 


hasn't yet been printed or number- 
ed, prescribes that drivers of motor 
vehicles must pass vehicles going in 
opposite direction to the right, and 
pass those overtaken to the 
left, 


giving 
always half 
the 
traveled 


highway. At road or street inter- 
sections the driver has the right of 
way over all vehicles from the left, 
except at city corners where there 
ia a policeman stationed to regulate 
traffic. 


When a street ca.r is actually tak- 


ing on or 
discharging- 
passengers 


the driver must stop to avoid acci- 
dent. 


In meeting 'or passing any other 


vehicle on a road less than twenty 
feet in width speed must be reduced 
to fifteen miles an hour or. less. 


Lights must be 
displayed 
from 


thirty minutes after sunset to thirty 
minutes before sunrise. 


All motor machines must use im- 


proved mufflers and within the cor- 
poration limits of city 
or 
village 


these must not be cut out. No siren 
horn can be used except on hospi- 
tal vans or police or firemen vehi- 
cles. 


Chapter 103 amends the present 


statutes to provide that 
no motor 


vehicle may run through a cemetery 
or park, or pass a school where per- 
sons are or may be in the highway 
at a speed exceeding eight miles an 
hour. 


Chapter^ 138 makes 
it 
unlawful 


for any motor vehicle to be run at 
a speed 
exceeding 
ten miles 
an 


hour while within 
150 
feet of or 


passing 
another 
vehicle going 
in 


either direction 
on a single 
road 


highway. 


Chapter 310 authorizes any com- 


mon council or village "board to li- 
cense operators of 
motor vehicles', 


and to require that no unlicensed 
person shall drive, 
for 
hire, any 


such vehicle. Any person'who does 
such work for hire, however, shall 
not be obliged to take out such li- 
cense until he has been in the city 
or village five days. 


Chapter 576 provides that ^. 


person operating a motor vehicle of 
any kind, and who has injured any 
person and therewith fails to stop 
and give his name and address, and 
the name and address of the owner 
of the machine to 
any 
bystander, 


who shall so request on behalf of 
the injured person, shall be guilty 
of a felony and may be fined not to 
exceed $1,000 or he imprisoned not 
less than three months nor 
more 


than two years. 


Chapter 603 provides that 
from 


one hour after sunset to one hour 
before sunrise every motor or sim- 
ilar vehicle shall carry a reasonable 
bright light in front and a red tail 
light; and it shall be unlawful for 
the driver of such vehicle to drive 
at such speed that his machine can- 
not be brought to a complete stop 
within the distance ahead that 
the 


driver can with the aid of his light, 
in connection with light from oth- 
er sources see an object the size of 
a person.
